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ABSTRACT 



A modular prosthesis is provided for repairing an aortic aneurysm in an aorta 
extending from a heart of a patient. The modular prosthesis includes a prosthesis 
portion expandable radially between a collapsed configuration and an expanded 
configuration and extending longitudinally between a proximal end. and a distal end, 
wherein the prosthesis portion has a single inlet at the proximal end. The modular 
prosthesis also includes a proximal prosthesis portion expandable radially between a 
collapsed configuration and an expanded configuration and having a proximal end 
and a distal end, wherein the proximal prosthesis portion has a single inlet at the 
proximal end and a single outlet at the distal end, the proximal prosthesis portion 
bieing formed separately from the prosthesis portion and being adapted to lies in the 
aorta with the proximal end pointing toward the heart and sized to fit. a diameter of 
the aorta. Each of the prosthesis portion and the proximal prosthesis portion 
includes a flexible layer and an expandable stent radially supporting the flexible layer 
along substantially the entire length thereof, Joining means is provided for 
I iptraluminally joining the distal end of the proximal prosthesis portion to the 
proximal end of the prosthesis portion.
